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Parent 
protests 
result  in 
Argonne 
upgrade

The  SF  Recreation  and  Park 
Department  reversed  itself  in 
October  and  promised  to  expe¬ 
dite  the  renovation  of  the 
Argonne  Playground  after  an  an¬ 
gry  group  of  parents  confronted 
top  department  officials  with 
pictures  of  unsafe  play  equip¬ 
ment. 

In  September  Argonne 
Playground  was  downgraded 
from  a  top  priority  in  the  2000 
Capital  Plan,  a  blueprint  for  re¬ 
building  the  city’s  aging  recre¬ 
ational  facilities.  A  revised  plan 
has  the  project  starting  in  2004 
or  2005.  The  setback  caused  an 
uproar  among  parents  whose 
children  use  the  18th  Avenue 
playground  and  clubhouse. 

“Argonne  Playground  was 
supposed  to  be  first  (for  renova¬ 
tions)  because  it  is  in  such  poor 
condition.  It  is  the  busiest  play¬ 
ground  and  the  one  that  is  in  the 
worst  condition,”  said  Lisa  Auer, 
president  of  Friends  of  Argonne 
Playground,  an  ad  hoc  group  of 
more  than  100  neighborhood 
families. 

Argonne  Makes  “Worst” 
List  in  National  Report 

Earlier  this  year,  the  play¬ 
ground  gained  notoriety  when 
the  U.S.  PIRG  Education  Fund 
and  the  Consumer  Federation  of 
America  released  a  joint  report 
that  called  Argonne  Playground 

“one  of  the  three  worst  in  the 
Bay  area.” 

The  nationwide  safety  survey 
included  1,037  playgrounds  in 
36  states  and  focused  on  hazards 
that  cause  the  most  serious  play¬ 
ground  injuries.

Julius  Kahn  Park  renovation  in  works

A  playground  in  the  Presidio 
may  soon  get  a  facelift. 

In  November  the  SF 
Recreation  and  Park  Commis¬ 
sion  will  decide  whether  to  ap¬ 
prove  a  design  for  the  renovation 
of  the  Children’s  Play  Area  in 
the  Julius  Kahn  Playground,  ac¬ 
cording  to  project  director  Lizzy 
Hirsch. 

“We’ve  gone  through  three 
community  meetings,”  Hirsch 
said.  “On  Sept.  31,  we  got  com¬ 
munity  approval  to  give  the  con¬ 
ceptual  plan  to  the  Parks  and 
Planning  Committee  (of  the 
commission)  for  approval  on 
Nov.  6.” 

According  to  Hirsch,  the  de¬ 


signer  is  Vincent  Lattanzio  of 
Carducci  Associates  and  the  pro¬ 
ject  involves  “renovating  the  ex¬ 
isting  playground  to  comply 
with  current  (ADA  and  play¬ 
ground)  requirements.” 

“There  are  different  safety 
guidelines,  including  (one  that 
requires)  having  an  accessible 
route  from  the  road,”  said  San 
Francisco  Recreation  and  Park 
Department  Capital  Program 
Manager  Gary  Hoy. 

The  project  includes  re-align¬ 
ing  the  park’s  entrance  path  into 
the  playground,  replacing  the 
current  asphalt  path  with  a  con¬ 
crete  one,  Hirsch  said. 

Hoy  said  that  another  new 
safety  regulation  requires  “a  six- 
foot  clearance  around  every  play 


apparatus,”  so  that  a  child  will 
not  collide  with  a  play  structure 
if  he  or  she  falls  from  another 
piece  of  equipment. 

Funding  for  the  project 
gained  approval  Oct.  18,  when 
SF  Mayor  Willie  Brown  signed 
Resolution  705-02,  which  ac¬ 
cepted  a  $750,000  donation  to 
renovate  the  playground,  accord¬ 
ing  to  Diane  Perez,  administra¬ 
tive  assistant  to  the  clerk  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors. 

The  board  passed  the  resolu¬ 
tion  at  its  Oct  7  meeting. 

The  commission  signed  off 
on  the  expenditure  Sept.  19  by 
approving  a  Memorandum  of 
Understanding  (MOU)  between 
the  Recreation  and  Park 
Department,  Presidio  Trust  and 


Friends  of  Recreation  and  Parks, 
according  to  Hirsch. 

She  said  the  commission’s  fi¬ 
nance  committee  reviewed  the 
MOU  on  July  10  after  the  Helen 
and  Sanford  Diller  Supporting 
Foundation  donated  a  $750,000 
gift-in-place  for  the  park’s  reno¬ 
vation  to  move  forward. 

For  the  final  stage  in  the  pro¬ 
cess,  the  project  needs  approval 
from  the  Presidio  Trust. 

“We  have  preliminary  OKs 
from  them,”  Hirsch  said.  “We’ll 
seek  final  approval  sometime  in 
the  next  month.” 

Julius  Kahn  Playground  is  lo¬ 
cated  on  West  Pacific  Avenue, 
inside  the  Presidio.

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Planetarium  celebrates  50th  anniversary

Having  survived  the  Cold 
War  and  a  recent  fire,  the 
California  Academy  of  Sciences 
in  the  Morrison  Planetarium  in 
Golden  Gate  Park  will  be  cele¬ 
brating  its  50th  Anniversary  in 
November  before  undertaking  a 
massive  remodeling  project. 

When  the  Morrison 
Planetarium  opened  in  1952  it 
was  the  seventh  largest  planetari¬ 
um  in  the  United  States  and  the 
Morrison  projector  was  consid¬ 
ered  one  of  the  most  advanced  in 
the  world. 

With  a  choice  of  millions  of 
stars,  the  planetarium  focused  on 
the  brightest  38,000.  Using  a  mi¬ 
croscope,  a  planetarium,  staffer 
placed  carborundum  crystals 
onto  the  projector’s  glass  lenses 


and  then  coated  them  with  va¬ 
porized  aluminum.  The  crystals 
created  an  image  that  closely 
corresponded  to  the  position  of 
the  3,800  stars.  Putting  the  crys¬ 
tals  in  place  took  six  months  and 
no  one  has  since  replicated  the 
process. 

The  13-foot-long  projector 
cost  $140,000,  weighs  some 
5,000  pounds  and  includes  141 
optical  systems  and  321  lenses. 
It  has  25,000  parts  and  four 
miles  of  wire.  It  can  show  the 
position  of  the  stars  at  any  given 
moment  within  a  span  of  26,000 
years. 

In  1989  Steve  Craig,  the  cur¬ 
rent  chairman  at  the  Planetarium, 
oversaw  a  crew  that  installed  an 
automated  system,  which  im¬ 
proved  the  capabilities  of  the 
projector  for  public  shows. 


“For  a  homebuilt  planetarium, 
it  is  one  of  the  finest  starfields 
you  are  going  to  find  in  a  plane¬ 
tarium  anywhere,”  said  Dr.  Mike 
Reynolds,  president  of  a  founda¬ 
tion  at  the  Chabot  Space  and 
Science  Center,  the  recently  built 
planetarium  in  the  East  Bay. 

As  staff  at  the  Morrison  re¬ 
call,  the  opening  of  the  planetari¬ 
um  with  an  American-made  pro¬ 
jector  made  national  news. 

“It  was  the  best  in  the  world 
at  the  time  and  is  still  working 
well  today,”  said  Bing  Quock, 
assistant  chairman  at  Morrison 
Planetarium  and  show  producer. 

“We  have  added  computer 
controls  and  a  few  special  ef¬ 
fects,  but  the  core  of  our  Sky 
Show  is  still  the  star  projector.  It 
works  just  as  well  as  it  always 
has  and  is  considered  a  classic  of 
design  in  the  world  of  astrono¬ 
my,”  he  said. 

The  Morrison  Planetarium  es¬ 
timates  that  since  its  opening  in 
1952,  9.8  million  people  have 
seen  a  Morrison  Planetarium  Sky 
Show. 

“I  grew  up  at  the  Morrison 
Planetarium  and  worked  there  so 
I  know  it  from  two  sides. 
Personally,  the  Morrison  shaped 
my  whole  career,”  said  Michael 
Bennet,  executive  director  at  the 
Astronomical  Society  of  the 
Pacific,  which  has  its  headquar¬ 


ters  in  San  Francisco. 

“The  Morrison  has  been  a 
wonderful  community  resource 
for  50  years.  Countless  thou¬ 
sands  of  people  enjoy  and  appre¬ 
ciate  astronomy  more  because 
they  visited  the  Morrison  when 
they  were  young. 

“The  Morrison  Planetarium  is 
the  only  place  in  San  Francisco 
where  the  sun  stands  still  at  the 
touch  of  a  button  and  you  can 
see  the  night-time  sky  go 
through  26,000  years  of  changes 


in  the  course  of  a  40  minute 
show,”  said  Dr.  Patrick 
Kociolek,  curator  and  executive 
director  at  Academy. 

The  planetarium  was  named 
after  prominent  San  Francisco 
attorney  Alexander  Francis 
Morrison,  whose  widow.  May  T. 
Morrison,  donated  $200,000  to 
the  institution. 

“I  think  this  is  a  major  mile¬ 
stone  in  the  field  of  astronomy, 
especially  public  astronomy  and 
one  that  is  to  be  commended,” 
Reynolds  said.  “The  Morrison 
has  for  years  been  a  leader  in  as¬ 
tronomy  education,  not  only  in 
the  Bay  Area,  but  international¬ 
ly- 

“They  are  to  be  commended 
for  the  work  they  have  done,” 
Reynolds  said  of  the  staff  at  the 
Academy. 

The  Morrison  Planetarium 
will  gain  a  new  life  after  the  re¬ 
modeling  of  the  Academy  of 
Sciences,  which  will  begin  in  the 
Fall  of  2003.  The  plans  for  the 
new  planetarium  have  not  been 
finalized. 

To  mark  the  50th  anniver¬ 
sary,  the  Morrison  Planetarium 
has  planned  a  number  of  public 
activities,  including  a  party  with 
a  birthday  cake  Nov.  9.  There 
will  also  be  behind  the  scenes 
tours  and  children  activities 
planned  throughout  the  day. 

A  special  planetarium  show, 
“Stars  Over  San  Francisco-Then 
and  Now,”  will  show  how  the 
public’s  understanding  of  the 
universe  has  changed  over  the 
last  50  years,  will  be  shown 
through  Nov.  26.  The  planetari¬ 
um  also  plans  to  roll  back  prices 
to  1952  rates  (74  cents)  for  sky 
shows  through  Nov.  24.

Argonne  plan  moves  forward

Argonne  made  the  top  tier  be¬ 
cause  it  lacked  adequate  protec¬ 
tive  surfacing  around  play  equip¬ 
ment  and  the  height  of  the  play 
equipment  was  found  to  be  haz¬ 
ardous.  The  report  found  a  lack 
of  adequate  spacing  between 
swings  that  could  lead  to  serious 
injuries  and  the  report  cited  play¬ 
ground  equipment  with  hidden 
hazards  that  could  cause  head 
entrapment 

The  report  also  found  the  play 
equipment  had  protrusions,  pro¬ 
jections  and  gaping  holes  it  said 
could  cause  serious  injury  or 
even  death. 

Argonne,  like  many  public 
playgrounds  in  the  City,  is 
scheduled  to  be  rebuilt  as  part  of 
the  Recreation  and  Park 
Department’s  $400  million,  10- 
year  Capital  Improvement  Plan. 

To  prioritize  projects  for  ren¬ 
ovation,  an  assessment  was 
made  in  1999  of  the  city’s  227 
aging  recreation  facilities.  As  a 
result  of  the  assessment  Argonne 
was  scheduled  for  repairs  in  the 
first  year  of  the  plan. 

In  July,  Auer  and  other  par¬ 
ents  whose  children  use  Argonne 
were  astonished  to  learn  that 
their  recreation  facility  was 
bumped  from  its  priority  posi¬ 
tion  in  the  Capital  Plan  in  favor 
of  Rochambeau  Playground. 
Rochambeau  was  moved  for¬ 
ward  when  a  group  of  parents, 
with  the  aid  of  Supervisor  Jake 
McGoldrick,  successfully  lob¬ 
bied  department  officials. 

Janelle  Pierce,  recreation  di¬ 
rector  at  Argonne  Playground, 
was  particularly  distressed  when 
she  heard  the  news.  Every  day 


more  than  100  children  use  un¬ 
safe  equipment  and  squeeze  into 
an  aging  clubhouse  designed  for 
preschoolers  for  after  school  ac¬ 
tivities,  Pierce  said. 

“We  have  been  given  the  re¬ 
sponsibility  of  running  the  after¬ 
school  program,  but  the  club¬ 
house  was  designed  for  tod¬ 
dlers,”  she  said. 

To  make  their  point,  parents 
took  pictures  of  the  hazardous 
playground  equipment  to  depart¬ 
ment  officials.  The  City  sent  a 
crew  out  to  repair  the  worst  of 
the  broken  and  damaged  equip¬ 
ment,  but  parents  insist  they  will 
not  rest  until  the  City  keeps  its 
word  to  rebuild  a  modern,  safe 
playground  and  clubhouse  on 
schedule. 

President  of  PROSAC 
Questions  Decision 

The  department’s  decision  to 
leapfrog  Rochambeau  ahead  of 
Argonne  on  the  renovation  list 
raised  eyebrows  at  an  Oct.  6 
meeting  of  the  Park,  Recreation 
and  Open  Space  Advisory 
Committee  (PROSAC),  a  citi¬ 
zens  watchdog  group  established 
to  make  sure  the  department 


spends  bond  funds  efficiently 
and  appropriately. 

Isabel  Wade,  president  of 
PROSAC,  criticized  the  depart¬ 
ment  for  disregarding  its  own  as¬ 
sessment  by  bowing  to  political 
pressure.” 

“The  point  of  having  a  capital 
plan  is  that  there  is  a  reason  for 
these  things.  It  seems  that  this  is 
a  case  of  the  squeaky  wheel  get¬ 
ting  the  grease,”  Wade  said. 

City  Ignores  Regulation 
Requiring  Inspections 

For  the  past  several  years  San 
Francisco  has  ignored  a  state 
regulation  that  requires  public 
playgrounds  to  be  inspected  by  a 
certified  inspector. 

The  law,  passed  by  the  state 
legislature  in  2000,  also  sets  de¬ 
tailed  specifications  for  the  de¬ 
sign,  installation  and  mainte¬ 
nance  of  public  playgrounds. 

Gary  Hoy,  manager  for  the 
Recreation  and  Parks  Depart¬ 
ment’s  Capital  Program,  admit¬ 
ted  in  a  recent  public  meeting 
that  to  his  knowledge  the  depart¬ 
ment  has  not  inspected  public 
playgrounds  for  safety  violations 
since  the  1999  assessment

The  holiday 
season  is  al¬ 
most  upon 
us.

You  will  see  an  increase  in 
foot  patrols  along  the  commer¬ 
cial  Corridors  throughout  the 
Richmond  District  during  our 
holiday  season  due  to  the  Safe 
Shopper  Program. 

If  you  are  a  merchant,  1  real¬ 
ize  that  you  have  to  deposit  your 
receipts  and  most  of  you  gener¬ 
ally  handle  this  responsibility 
with  caution. 

I  just  want  to  point  out  that 
many  of  us  are  creatures  of 
habit.  If  you  generally  leave 
your  stores  at  a  certain  time  each 
day  carrying  a  certain  bag  and 
walk  to  your  local  bank  branch, 
your  habit  may  be  noticed  by 
some  crooks  who  are  only  too 
willing  to  relieve  you  of  your 
hard-sought  profits  wrapped  in 
that  bag. 

Please  vary  your  route,  leave 
by  the  back  door  instead  of  the 
front  door  and  leave  for  the  bank 
at  different  times.

The  Richmond  District  is  ex¬ 
periencing  a  rash  of  graffiti 
crimes.  This  crime  costs  the 
businesses  in  the  district  hun¬ 
dreds,  sometimes  thousands,  of 
dollars  to  repair  and  repaint. 

I  take  the  destruction  of  prop¬ 
erty  very  seriously  as  it  has  a  di¬ 
rect  impact  on  the  quality  of  life 
of  the  members  of  the  Richmond 
District  community.  I  have 
formed  a  Richmond  Station  Task 
Force,  using  available  statistics 
and  observations,  and  the  mid¬ 
night  watch  now  has  a  team  fo¬ 
cusing  its  energy  on  the  Geary 
Boulevard  corridor  during  the 
early  morning  hours,  when  these 
criminals  most  often  strike. 

On  Sept.  30,  at  around  4:45 
a.m.,  officers  Turkington  and 
Lopez  were  driving  on  Geary 
Boulevard  when  a  car  made  an 
unsafe  U-turn  in  front  of  them, 
nearly  caused  a  collision,  and 
then  sped  off  going  35  mph  in  a 
25  mph  zone. 

After  conducting  a  traffic  en¬ 
forcement  stop,  the  officers 
quickly  tugged  at  the  threads  of 
a  series  of  lies  and  gained  con¬ 
sent  to  conduct  a  search  of  the 
stopped  vehicle  and  driver. 

The  search  revealed  graffiti 
tools-of-the-trade.  Further  con¬ 
sensual  searches  of  other  occu¬ 
pants  revealed  more  graffiti  tools 
and  a  closer  search  of  the  vehicle 
yielded  even  more  tools  hidden 
under  the  dashboard  behind  a 
piece  of  cardboard. 

A  criminal  record  search  re¬ 
vealed  the  driver  and  one  pas¬ 
senger  to  be  on  felony  probation 
for  vandalism  out  of  Santa  Clara 


County.  The  offi¬ 
cers  identified  all 
of  the  occupants, 
seized  all  graffiti- 
related  materials, 
issued  a  citation  for 
the  probable  cause 
of  a  traffic  viola¬ 
tion  and  forwarded 
all  information  to 
the  Graffiti  Abatement  Unit. 

The  arrested  miscreants  were: 

•  Driver:  19  years  old,  San 
Jose  address; 

•  Passenger  #1:  20  years  old, 
San  Jose  address; 

•  Passenger  #2:  17  years  old, 
unknown  address; 

•  Passenger  #3:  17  years  old, 
San  Jose  address. 

One  of  the  above  taggers  was 
arrested  in  October  on  15  differ¬ 
ent  graffiti  charges. 

Special  thanks  to  John  Gray,  a 
resident  of  the  Richmond 
District,  who  uses  his  own  time 
and  money  to  locate  graffiti  and 
paint  it  out.  He  has  taken  on  this 
task  for  the  last  10  years.  One 
night,  he  used  three  gallons  of 
paint  to  paint  out  graffiti  left  by 
the  “  1 8 1 0”  taggi  ng  crew. 

The  trail  started  at  21st 
Avenue  and  Geary  Boulevard 
and  spanned  throughout  the  dis¬ 
trict  all  the  way  to  Arguello 
Boulevard.

Centenarian  still  dances  to 
the  joyous  sounds  of  life

Centenarian  Alby  Hunt  loves  to  dance  and  keeps  in  shape 
by  riding  the  cardioguide  twice  a  day.

She  was  once  a  dancer  for 
Lawrence  Welk,  lived  through 
both  World  Wars  and  the  Great 
Depression,  and  has  outlived 
several  of  her  own  grandchil¬ 
dren.  On  Nov.  4,  Richmond 
District  resident  Alby  Hunt  will 
celebrate  her  100th  birthday. 

Her  advice  for  living  so  hap¬ 
pily  for  so  long  and  maintaining 
energy  and  clarity  of  mind: 
“Always  keep  moving.  Don’t  sit 
still,  and  don’t  let  anybody  al¬ 
ways  take  you  by  the  hand.  You 
have  to  do  it  for  yourself.” 

With  that  she  leaned  back  in 
her  rocking  chair  for  an  extra 
boost  and  launched  herself  onto 
her  feet.  Once  landing,  she  pro¬ 
claimed,  “I’m  almost  100  and  I 
don’t  have  any  cane  or  any  walk¬ 
er,”  and  then  proceeded  with  her 
signature  jig  dance,  swiveling 
her  hips  and  her  arms  with  a 
broad  smile  across  her  face. 

From  her  youth  Hunt  has  al¬ 
ways  been  a  dancer.  She  recalls 
her  days  in  Chicago  when  she 
danced  for  Lawrence  Welk  and 
the  Navy  dances  she  attended 
with  her  girlfriends  where  she 
met  her  husband. 

“I’m  so  happy  I’m  still  on  my 
own  two  feet.  I  was  always  a 
dancer,”  she  said. 

In  fact,  one  of  the  first  items 
she  requested  when  she  came  to 
St.  Anne’s  Home  for  the  elderly 
at  the  age  of  90  was  a  workout 
video.  She  quickly  encouraged 
many  of  the  other  residents  to 
participate.  They  still  work  out 
to  it  five  times  a  week. 

Hunt  still  makes  the  effort  to 
maintain  her  appearances,  and  is 
sometimes  mistaken  to  be  only 
75  years  old  by  people  that  do 
not  know  her.  She  wears  large 
glasses  that  display  her  bold 
eyes,  that  are  both  alive  and 
aware,  and  her  mouth  is  always 
as  eager  to  smile  as  her  still-ag¬ 
ile  legs  are  to  dance.  Although 
she  is  small  in  size,  the  bounces 
she  makes  with  each  step  defy 
both  her  age  and  her  height. 

A  typical  day  for  Hunt  in¬ 
cludes  regular  meals  and  social¬ 
izing,  but  it  also  consists  of  regu¬ 
lar  exercise. 

Right  after  breakfast  and 
lunch  she  makes  her  way  to  the 
exercise  room  and  workouts  on 
her  favorite  machine.  When  she 
is  finished  some  of  the  other  res¬ 
idents  often  offer  their  assistance 
getting  her  off  the  bicycle,  but 
she  brushes  them  away  and 
sprightly  climbs  off  on  her  own. 
After  a  10-minute  rest  on  the 
nearby  sofa,  she  continues  on 
with  her  day. 

in  addition  to  the  constant  ac¬ 
tivity  that  Hunt  has  always  filled 
her  life  with,  she  also  finds  the 


secret  to  long  life  in  her  love  for 
raisins. 

“I’ve  eaten  raisins  everyday 
of  my  life  for  years,”  she  said. 

Besides  raisins,  she  still  eats 
most  of  whatever  she  wants,  in¬ 
cluding  her  favorite  food,  cake, 
without  the  frosting. 

Having  been  the  oldest  of 
eight  children.  Hunt  remembers 
how  much  her  mother  relied  on 
her  to  help  out  with  all  of  her 
young  siblings. 

From  a  very  early  age  she  had 
to  take  on  a  great  deal  of  respon¬ 
sibility  and  was  constantly  run¬ 
ning  about  trying  to  take  care  of 
everything.  In  particular,  she  was 
always  in  charge  of  hanging  up 
the  laundry  for  their  family  of 
10. 


raised  in  Chicago,  so  during  the 
winter  she  would  have  to  climb 
into  the  attic  to  hang  up  all  of  the 
clothes  to  dry.  She  attributes  this 
chore  to  the  beginning  of  a  life 
of  constant  activity. 

Hunt  and  her  husband  raised 
two  daughters,  who  are  both  still 
alive  and  living  in  California. 

About  eight  years  ago,  while 
on  an  outing  with  residents  of  St. 
Anne’s,  Hunt’s  heart  unexpect¬ 
edly  faltered  and  she  was  rushed 
to  the  hospital,  where  she  was 
given  a  pacemaker. 

When  she  came  back  to  St. 
Anne’s  after  her  release  from  the 
hospital,  the  first  thing  she  re¬ 
called  saying  was,  “Now  I’m  go¬ 
ing  to  live  forever.”

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'The  Fang  Years' 

Family's  Climb  to  the  Top  Taking  Toll

The  actions  of  the  politically- 
influential  Fang  family  culminat¬ 
ed  in  the  acquisition  of  the  135- 
year-old  SF  Examiner,  the  flag¬ 
ship  of  the  Hearst  Corporation, 
in  March  2000. 

But  the  road  to  financial  suc¬ 
cess  -  money  laundering,  alleged 
fraud  and  perjury,  dirty  cam¬ 
paign  tactics  and  journalistic 
character  assassinations  of  politi¬ 
cal  opponents  -  has  created  a 
long  trail  of  enemies  and  investi¬ 
gations  by  governmental  agen¬ 
cies. 

One  ex-employee  of  a  Fang 
Family  Enterprise  who  did  not 
want  to  be  identified,  is  consid¬ 
ering  filing  a  civil  RICO  lawsuit 
against  the  family,  claiming  the 
actions  taken  by  the  Fangs 
amount  to  a  continuing  effort  to 
defraud  the  public,  government 
agencies  and  the  family’s  em¬ 
ployees  and  advertisers. 

“I  believe  they  have  been  run¬ 


ning  a  criminal  enterprise  for  at 
least  seven  years,”  the  ex-em¬ 
ployee,  who  had  access  to  inside 
Fang  family  information,  said. 

A  civil  RICO  lawsuit  claims 
certain  actions  constitute  orga¬ 
nized  crime  and  it  is  filed  by  an 
individual;  a  criminal  RICO  suit 
is  usually  initiated  by  the  US 
Department  of  Justice. 

The  Fang  family  -  patriarch 
Florence  Fang  and  her  three 
sons,  James,  Ted  and  Douglas  - 
has  amassed  a  small  fortune  in 
real  estate,  totalling  more  than 
$24  million. 

In  March  2000  Florence  Fang 
bought  the  SF  Examiner  from 
the  Hearst  Corporation  for  $100, 
with  the  Hearst  Corporation  pro¬ 
viding  her  up  to  $66  million  over 
32  months  to  run  the  paper.  The 
entire  family  is  getting  income 
from  the  Examiner. 

But  time  is  running  out  on  the 
$66  million  subsidy,  leaving  the 
Examiner  in  a  huge  financial 
hole  that  the  newspaper  will 


have  to  climb  out  of  if  it  is  going 
to  continue  publishing,  accord¬ 
ing  to  documents  obtained  by  the 
Richmond  Review. 

According  to  Exin’s  2001  in¬ 
come  statement,  the  Examiner 
lost  $22  million  last  year.  Exin  is 
the  corporation  that  was  created 
to  publish  the  newspaper. 

Less  than  two  months  after 
taking  over  the  Examiner,  the 
Fang  family  moved  to  protect  its 
assets  by  restructuring  many  of 
the  family’s  businesses,  reorga¬ 
nizing  them  as  Limited  Liability 
Corporations  (LLC). 

The  Examiner  is  also  in¬ 
volved  in  a  bitter  dispute  with 
organized  labor. 

Employees  at  the  Examiner’s 
graphics  department  voted  to 
form  a  union  in  February  2002 
but  the  Fangs  have  not  “acted  in 
good  faith,”  union  representa¬ 
tives  say,  and  failed  to  negotiate 
a  contract  with  the  legally-sanc¬ 
tioned  union. 

Because  of  the  family’s  politi-

cal  connections,  the  family  has 
benefited.  The  editorial  content 
of  the  Fang  family’s  three  San 
Francisco  publications,  the  SF 
Examiner,  SF  Independent  and 
Asian  Week,  is  often  used  to 
praise  the  virtues  of  political  al¬ 
lies  and  to  bash  enemies. 

Two  San  Francisco  mayors, 
Frank  Jordan  and  Willie  Brown, 


approved  low-interest  loans  to¬ 
taling  $1.1  million  in  federal 
funds  for  equipment  and  proper¬ 
ty  improvements. 

The  family  also  controls  the 
bulk  of  the  city’s  lucrative  adver¬ 
tising  contract,  which  has  almost 
tripled  in  cost  to  the  city’s  gener¬ 
al  fund.  In  1994  when  the 
Hearst-owned  Examiner  last  had 
the  contract,  the  city’s  cost  for 
legal  advertising  was  $230,000. 
After  the  passage  of  Prop.  J  in 
1994,  it  climbed  to  $1.1  million 
with  the  Independent  as  the  only 
bidder.  There  has  not  been  any 
competitive  bidding  for  the  con¬ 
tract  since  1997. 

The  Fang  family  has  also 
been  accused  of  treating  employ¬ 
ees  and  delivery  drivers  harshly, 
including  the  firing  of  employees 
at  the  Examiner  for  voting  to 
unionize.

Financial  Woes  Mount  at  SF  Examiner 


Newspaper's  Income  Statements  Show  $22  Million  Loss  Last  Year 


The  SF  Examiner  could  be  on 
a  collision  course  with  financial 
ruin  when  the  Hearst 
Corporation’s  $66  million  sub¬ 
sidy  runs  out  in  July  2003  -  or 
possibly  sooner. 

According  to  financial  records 
obtained  by  the  Richmond 
Review,  the  newspaper  only 
brought  in  about  $6  million  in 
revenues  in  2001,  far  below  its 
operating  expenses  of  $28  mil¬ 
lion.  Without  the  more  than  $2 
million  a  month  the  Examiner 
gets  from  the  Hearst  Corpor¬ 
ation,  the  newspaper  would  have 
lost  $22  million  last  year. 

Because  the  Hearst  Corpor¬ 
ation  has  reportedly  told  the 
Fang  family  that  it  will  apply 
subsidy  payments  for  the  second 
year  of  the  agreement  to  the  first 
year’s  expenses  to  cover  cost 
overruns,  the  subsidy  payments 
to  the  Examiner  could  run  out 
months  before  July  2003,  ac¬ 
cording  to  a  source  who  did  not 
want  to  be  identified. 

Circulation  at  the  newspaper 
has  dropped  from  97,000  a  day 
in  1999  to  about  30,000  or  less 
today  -  a  precipitous  decline  in 
three  years. 

According  to  a  March  12  arti¬ 
cle  in  the  Chicago  Tribune,  a 
knowledgeable  source  close  to 
the  Fangs  says  the  true  daily  cir¬ 
culation  of  the  Examiner  is  about 
12,000. 

Verified  circulation  numbers 
for  the  Examiner  are  difficult  to 
obtain  since  the  newspaper  vol¬ 
untarily  withdrew  from  Verified 
Audit  Circulation  in  mid-2001, 
according  to  the  SF  Purchasing 
Department. 

As  well,  the  distribution 
count  is  skewed  because  mer¬ 
chants  who  sell  the  newspaper 
say  the  Examiner  no  longer 
picks  up  copies  that  were  not 
purchased.  The  merchants  pay 
eight  cents  per  copy  for  the 
newspaper,  whether  they  sell  or 
not,  and  are  responsible  for  recy¬ 
cling  all  leftover  copies. 

The  last  full  calendar  year  the 
Hearst  Corporation  published  the 
Examiner,  1999,  the  newspaper 
made  about  $23  million  in  prof¬ 
its.  It  made  $40  million  in  profit 
by  splitting  $80  million  with  its 
Joint  Operating  Agreement 


The  agreement  also 
came  with  a  gag  order, 
prohibiting  Fang  from 
talking  with  any  per¬ 
son  critical  of  Exln 
about  the  “compe¬ 
tence  or  honesty”  of 
any  Fang  Family 
Enterprise  or  member. 

(JOA)  partner,  the  SF  Chronicle, 
less  the  $17  million  cost  of  oper¬ 
ating  the  editorial  department. 
Distribution  and  administrative 
overhead  were  paid  equally  by 
both  JOA  partners. 

Experts  testified  during  the 
Clint  Reilly  trial,  where  he  sued 
to  stop  the  sale  of  the  Chronicle 
to  the  Hearst  Corporation,  that  it 
would  take  an  infusion  of  $50 
million  a  year  for  five  years  for 
the  Examiner  to  have  a  shot  at 
making  it  in  the  marketplace. 

Maximizing  the  Hearst 
Subsidy 

Fang  family  members  are 
maximizing  their  incomes  from 
the  Hearst  subsidy  and  co-min- 
gling  Examiner  monies  with  oth¬ 
er  Fang-family-owned  business¬ 
es. 

According  to  income  state¬ 
ments  provided  to  the  state,  fam¬ 
ily  members  on  the  Examiner’s 
payroll  include  Ted  ($480,000  a 
year),  Douglas  ($232,624), 
Angela  ($165,795),  and  James 
($161,538). 

According  to  the  agreement 
between  the  Hearst  Corporation 
and  the  Fangs,  Examiner  funds 
are  supposed  to  be  used  only  for 
Examiner  expenses.  But  the 
Fangs  are  finding  cither  ways  to 
capitalize  on  Hearst’s  money. 
They  include: 

•  Ted  Fang’s  domestic  partner 
Tony  Thompson  was  hired  by 
the  Examiner  after  the  Fang  fam¬ 
ily  took  over.  Thompson  was  re¬ 
leased,  due  to  staff  cutbacks,  on 
Sept.  3,  2001.  . 

On  Sept.  4  Ted  sent  an  e-mail 
to  the  payroll  department  direct¬ 
ing  the  department  to  increase 
his  salary  by  $70,000  a  year,  the 
same  salary  Thompson  was  re¬ 
portedly  making. 


•  Recently  Florence  Fang 
made  arrangements  to  have  the 
Examiner’s  archives  given  to  the 
state  for  a  sizable  tax  deduction. 

A  call  to  the  Examiner’s  ac¬ 
counting  department  for  infor¬ 
mation  about  payments  to  Fang 
Family  Enterprises  was  not  re¬ 
turned  as  of  presstime.  It  is  un¬ 
known  what  payments  the  Hearst 
Corporation  made  to  other  Fang 
Family  Enterprises,  including  its 
consulting,  media  training  and 
education  businesses. 

Examiner  Editor  Ted 
Fang  Fired  by  Mother 

After  the  Fang  family  took 
over  control  of  the  Examiner, 
many  key  employees  quit  or 
were  fired  from  the  publication. 

A  week  after  launching  the 
publication.  Editorial  Page 
Editor  Susan  Herbert  resigned 
and  two  weeks  later  Managing 
Editor  Martha  Steffens  was  fired 
and  replaced  by  David  Burgin, 
who  had  served  a  stint  at  the 
Examiner  when  the  Hearst 
Corporation  owned  it.  Burgin 
claims  he  was  fired  in  January 
2002  because  he  would  not  pub¬ 
lish  favorable  stories  about  Fang 
family  allies. 

According  to  Burgin,  James 
Fang  told  him:  “We  bought  this 
paper  for  business  and  politics.  I 
just  want  five  percent  of  our 
news  coverage 
devoted  to  sto¬ 
ries  that  help  us 
-  help  the  Fang 
family.” 

Before  the 
first  year  of 
Fang  ownership 
of  the  Examiner 
was  over,  two 
editors-in-chief, 
two  marketing 
directors,  a  chief 
financial  officer, 
general  manag¬ 
er,  managing  ed¬ 
itor,  editorial 
page  editor  and 
vice  president  of 
circulation  were 
fired. 

In  the  case  of 
employees  who 
had  contracts 
guaranteeing 


their  employment,  it  is  very  dif¬ 
ficult  to  sue  the  Fangs,  even  if 
fired.  Provisions  put  in  Fang- 
family  contracts  contain  a  provi¬ 
so  calling  for  binding  arbitration 
if  there  is  a  disagreement  be¬ 
tween  the  parties  -  no  trial  by 
judge  or  jury  for  the  resolution 
of  disputes. 

Perhaps  the  most  contentious 
shakeup  of  personnel  at  the 
Examiner  came  in  October  2001, 
when  Florence  fired  her  son  Ted 
as  publisher  of  the  Examiner  and 
Independent. 

Ted  Fang  countered  by  threat¬ 
ening  to  sue  his  mother,  claim¬ 
ing,  among  other  things,  that  she 
was  discriminating  against  him 
because  he  is  HIV-positive. 

As  part  of  Ted  Fang’s  settle¬ 
ment  with  his  mother,  he  is  get¬ 
ting  $40,625  a  month  from  Jan. 
1,  2002  to  July  1,  2003  to  be  a 
senior  advisor  to  the  “Fang 
Family  Enterprises.”  The  agree¬ 
ment  also  came  with  a  gag  order, 
prohibiting  Fang  from  talking 
with  any  person  critical  of  Exln 
about  the  “competence  or  hon¬ 
esty”  of  any  Fang  Family 
Enterprise  or  member  of  the 
Fang  family. 

Fang  also  gets  up  to  $1  mil¬ 
lion  for  his  37-and-a-half  shares 
of  Class  B  stock  in  Exln,  the 
corporation  created  to  publish 
the  Examiner. 


Fangs  Hit  “Mother  Lode” 
with  Examiner  Purchase 

The  Fang  family  pulled  out 
all  the  stops  in  an  effort  to  get 
the  Examiner  from  the  Hearst 
Corporation  when  Hearst  was  in 
the  process  of  buying  the  SF 
Chronicle  for  $660  million. 

A  lawsuit  filed  by  Clint  Reilly 
to  halt  the  Chronicle  sale,  be¬ 
cause  he  feared  the  Chronicle 
was  trying  to  get  a  newspaper 
monopoly,  stalled  the  transac¬ 
tion,  giving  the  Fangs  enough 
time  to  rally  political  support  in 
their  effort  to  get  the  Examiner. 

Senator  Dianne  Feinstein,  a 
friend  of  Florence  Fang,  ar¬ 
ranged  a  luncheon  between  her¬ 
self,  Fang  and  Hearst  Editor 
Timothy  White  at  the  downtown 
restaurant  Villa  Taverna  to  dis¬ 
cuss  the  possibility  of  the  Fangs 
taking  over  the  Examiner. 

White  testified  under  oath  that 
he  felt  if  he  did  not  work  to  as¬ 
sist  Fang’s  requests,  Feinstein,  a 
member  of  the  Senate  Judiciary 
Committee  responsible  for  ap¬ 
proving  the  Hearst  Corporation’s 
purchase  of  the  Chronicle,  would 
put  up  road  blocks  to  the  sale. 
The  justice  department  had  to 
approve  the  deal  because  the 
Chronicle  and  Examiner  were 
partners  in  a  Joint  Operating 
Agreement,  a  deal  that  allows 
parts  of  the  two  publications  to 
be  produced  together  and  not  be 
in  violation  of  federal  Sherman 
anti-trust  laws. 

Mayor  Willie  Brown  was  also 
involved,  discussing  the  city’s 
legal  advertising  contract  and  the 
ongoing  lawsuit  between  the 
Fangs  and  the  Hearst 
Corporation  with  SF  Examiner 
Publisher  Tim  White  and  making 
numerous  calls  on  the  Fangs’  be¬ 
half,  including  several  to  U.S. 
Attorney  General  Janet  Reno. 

After  White  reported  to  his 
superiors  that  trouble  could  be 
brewing  unless  an  effort  was 
made  to  sell  the  Examiner  to 
“keep  San  Francisco  a  two  news¬ 
paper  town,”  the  Hearst 
Corporation  negotiated  an  agree¬ 
ment  with  Florence  Fang  -  the 
corporation  would  give  assets  re¬ 
lated  to  publishing  the  Examiner

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Union  Claims  Examiner  Making  'Bad  Faith'  Effort 


When  the  Fangs  started  pub¬ 
lishing  the  SF  Examiner  in 
November  2000,  they  did  so 
without  the  unions  that  had  been 
representing  the  newspaper's  edi¬ 
torial  and  production  personnel. 

When  workers  in  the  pre¬ 
press  department  voted  by  a 
three-to-one  margin  to  unionize 
on  Feb.  8,  2002,  the  Examiner 
responded  by  laying  off  up  to  40 
percent  of  the  workers  in  the  de¬ 
partment,  according  to  the  union 
that  represents  the  workers, 
Graphics  Communications 
International  Union,  Local  4N 
(GCIU-4N). 

Union  representatives  are 
looking  into  the  possibility  of  fil¬ 
ing  a  lawsuit  over  the  firings. 

Fang  responded  to  the  union¬ 
izing  effort  at  the  Examiner  by 
hiring  King  &  Ballow,  a  law  firm 
known  for  its  union-busting  ac¬ 


tivities.  The  firm  was  at  the  cen¬ 
ter  of  a  newspaper  strike  be¬ 
tween  management  and  labor 
unions  at  the  SF  Chronicle  and 
SF  Examiner  in  1994. 

According  to  a  press  release 
sent  out  by  GCIU-4N  April  9, 
the  union  wants  to  support  a  sec¬ 
ond  daily  newspaper  in  San 
Francisco  but  it  is  concerned  that 
Fang  may  be  running  the 
Examiner  “right  into  the 
ground,"  despite  getting  $66  mil¬ 
lion  to  operate  it. 

“It  would  be  more  cost-effec¬ 
tive  for  the  paper  and  more  ben¬ 
eficial  to  the  City  if  Mrs.  Fang 
used  her  Hearst-enhanced  in¬ 
come  to  improve  her  newspapers 
rather  than  to  bust  unions,”  the 
release  said. 

If  the  unions  are  successful  at 
negotiating  a  contract  at  the 
Examiner,  it  would  be  the  first 


time  employees  at  a  Fang  family 
enterprise  were  unionized. 

Ed  Rosario,  the  vice  presi¬ 
dent/director  of  organizing  for 
GCIU-4N,  is  on  the  union’s  ne¬ 
gotiating  team.  He  says  there  has 
not  been  a  “good  faith”  effort  to 
reach  an  agreement  and  that  con¬ 
tracts  offered  so  far  do  not  offer 
job  security,  a  workplace  free 
from  harassment  or  an  adequate 
process  for  reviewing  employee 
grievances.  He  also  claims  the 
Examiner’s  bargaining  team  es¬ 
pouses  racist  remarks. 

“She  runs  that  place  with  an 
iron  fist,”  he  said  of  Florence 
Fang’s  leadership  at  the 
Examiner. 

Rosario  says  the  unionizing 
effort  at  the  Examiner  has  the 
support  of  the  SF  Labor  Council. 
“We  want  a  just  contract,”  he 
said. 


Delivery  Drivers  “Strike” 
Due  to  Increased  Load 

It  is  not  only  the  union  that  has 
had  trouble  with  the  Fangs. 

In  1998,  the  drivers  who  de¬ 
liver  the  SF  Independent  went  on 
strike,  delaying  delivery  of  the 
newspaper’s  Saturday  edition. 

The  drivers,  who  are  indepen¬ 
dent  contractors,  demanded  more 
money  for  delivering  the  news¬ 
paper  because  a  recent  contract 
between  the  Independent  and 
Valssis,  an  insert  advertiser,  had 
almost  doubled  the  weight  of  the 
newspaper. 

Eleven  contractors  signed  a 
demand  for  a  50  percent  increase 
in  the  amount  of  money  the 
Independent  was  paying  them  to 
deliver  the  newspaper. 

According  to  a  source  knowl¬ 
edgeable  with  the  details,  the 
Independent  agreed  to  increase 


the  amount  of  money  the  drivers 
were  getting  from  $50  per  1,000 
newspapers  delivered  to  $70  per 
thousand. 

Job  Creation  with 
Federal  Funds 

When  the  Fang  family  got 
about  $1.1  million  in  loans  pro¬ 
vided  by  federal  funds,  the  cre¬ 
ation  of  jobs  was  one  of  the  stat¬ 
ed  goals  for  loaning  the  money. 

Most  of  the  workers  who 
were  hired  as  a  result  of  the  fed¬ 
eral  loans  were  paid  $6  an  hour, 
while  some  received  up  to  $7.75 
an  hour,  according  to  documents 
on  file  at  the  Mayor’s  Office  of 
Economic  Development. 

Since  the  Fang  family  got  the 
loan,  the  city  has  passed  a  law 
calling  for  city  businesses  to  pay 
a  “prevailing  wage”  of  more 
than  $  1 0  an  hour. 


Bad  Blood  Boils  in  Feud  Between  Fangs,  Hearst 


Since  1994,  when  the  Fang 
family  backed  Proposition  J 
passed  with  55  percent  of  the 
vote,  the  costs  for  legal  advertis¬ 
ing  for  non-consecutive  daily 
publications  more  than  doubled, 
from  $2.20  a  line  in  1991  to 
$4.78  in  2000.  After  the  Fangs 
took  over  the  SF  Examiner,  with 
a  $66  million  subsidy,  the 
Independent  dropped  the  price  to 
$3.98  per  line  in  2001  and  2002. 

The  city  pays  to  publish  pub¬ 
lic  notices  concerning  numerous 
topics,  including  the  meetings  of 
government  agencies  and  com¬ 
missions  and  invitations  to  bid  to 
provide  various  types  of  city  ser¬ 
vices. 

The  total  cost  of  the  legal  ad¬ 
vertising  contract  for  publica¬ 
tions  with  a  minimum  of  three 
editions  a  week  has  climbed  to 
$1.1  million,  with  the 
Independent  being  the  only  busi¬ 
ness  trying  to  win  the  contract 
since  1997. 

Proposition  J  created  a  formu¬ 
la  for  awarding  the  contract,  giv¬ 
ing  preferential  points  based  on 
the  publication’s  cost,  total  cir¬ 
culation  and  whether  or  not  the 
publication  is  minority  or  wom¬ 
en  owned.  The  formula  essen¬ 
tially  guarantees  the  Independent 
the  contract. 

According  to  a  June  28,  2000 
report  in  the  San  Jose  Mercury 
News,  the  Fang  family  recorded 
a  $40,000  donation  to  the  Prop.  J 
campaign  after  the  election. 
They  also  donated  $6,200  in  a 
non-monetary  contribution  for 
the  distribution  of  literature. 

Since  acquiring  the  Examiner, 
the  Fangs  have  been  trying  to  ac¬ 
quire  most  of  the  city’s  legal  ad¬ 
vertising  business  for  daily  and 
non-daily  publications,  worth 
about  $1.5  million  a  year. 

The  SF  Board  of  Supervisors 
was  concerned  about  the  costs  of 


the  city’s  legal  ads  and  the  in¬ 
ability  for  most  city  residents  to 
get  them  when  they  reviewed  the 
legal  advertising  contract  earlier 
this  year. 

The  Independent  stopped 
publishing  a  stand-alone  issue  of 
its  Saturday  issue  in  February 
2001,  just  months  after  the  Fang 
family  acquired  the  Examiner 
from  the  Hearst  Corporation.  By 
inserting  the  Independent  in  the 
Examiner,  the  newspaper  had  a 
limited  distribution  -  only  sub¬ 
scribers  and  people  who 
purchased  copies  of  the 
Examiner  or  got  a  limited  copy 
in  an  Independent  newsrack,  had 
access  to  the  city’s  legal  ads. 

The  city’s  legal  ads  were 
printed  in  the  Saturday 
Independent  with  a  circulation  of 
165,000.  When  it  was  inserted 
into  the  Examiner,  circulation 
dropped  dramatically  -  to  about 
30,000. 

This  past  April  the 
Independent  resumed  publishing 
a  150,000-copy  Saturday  edition 
separate  from  the  Examiner. 

The  Examiner  tried  to  get  the 
city’s  business  for  daily  publica¬ 
tions  but  the  city’s  purchasing 
department  refused  to  recom¬ 
mend  the  newspaper  because  it 
is  not  printed  in  the  city,  in  vio¬ 
lation  of  the  family’s  earlier 
Prop.  J  measure,  and  because  the 
newspaper  is  in  violation  of  the 
city’s  domestic  partner  ordi¬ 
nance. 

The  Examiner  claims  it  is  not 
in  violation  of  city  law  because 
five  percent  of  the  newspaper, 
including  the  TV  Examiner  and 
X-Files  and  Wheels  sections,  is 
printed  at  the  Fang  family’s 
Grant  Printing  Company  on 
Evans  Avenue.  According  to 
Wayne  Wash,  advertising  pro¬ 
jects  manager  at  the  Examiner, 
the  entire  paper  is  planned  to  be 


printed  at  Grant  as  of  Dec.  2. 

The  contract  for  advertising 
in  daily  publications,  worth 
about  $30,000  a  year,  was  grant¬ 
ed  to  the  Chronicle  despite  its 
higher  cost  per  line  for  advertis¬ 
ing. 

Newspapers  Advised  to 
Send  “Unknowledgeable” 
Representatives 

One  of  the  strategies  for  get¬ 
ting  the  public  notices,  according 
to  a  June  2,  2000  e-mail  from 
Ted  Fang  to  one  of  the 
Independent  Newspaper  Group’s 
advertising  directors,  is  to  send  a 
person  who  was  not  knowledge¬ 
able  about  the  details  of  the 
newspapers’  operations  to  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  hearing 
concerning  the  notices. 

“I  would  like  to  send  some¬ 
one  who  is  not  so  knowledgeable 
that  if  they  started  grilling  us  on 
our  deliveries,  etc.,  the  person 
can  say  I  don’t  know  the  de¬ 
tails,”  Fang  said.  “On  the  other 
hand,  I  would  like  to  send  some¬ 
one  who  is  knowledgeable 
enough  to  say  that  we  are  a  solid 
operation  and  will  correct/look 
into  any  shortcomings  that  we 
may  have.” 

When  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  held  hearings  earlier 
this  year  concerning  public  no¬ 
tices,  political  editor  Frank 
Gallagher  represented  the 
Examiner  and  no  one  showed  up 
to  represent  the  Independent. 

Supes  Want  Voters  to 
Decide  Issue 

Because  of  the  concerns  over 
the  cost  and  distribution  of  the 
city’s  legal  notices,  four  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  SF  Board  of 
Supervisors  put  Proposition  K 
on  the  Nov.  5  ballot.  The  mea¬ 
sure  would  change  the  formula 
created  by  the  Fangs  when  they 


sponsored  the  1994  proposition. 
Prop.  K  would  not  preclude  the 
Independent  from  winning  the 
contract,  but  it  would  have  to  bid 
“fair  and  square”  for  the  busi¬ 
ness,  according  to  the  proposi¬ 
tion’s  author,  SF  Supervisor  Jake 
McGoIdrick. 

James  Fang  and  Warren 
Hinckle  had  lunch  with 
McGoIdrick  and  Jennifer  Clary 
in  August.  According  to 
McGoIdrick,  Hinckle  said  he 
would  stop  bashing  the  supervi¬ 
sor  in  his  columns  if  he  would 
withdraw  his  support  for  Prop. 
K. 

As  well.  Fang  said  his  fami¬ 
ly’s  newspapers  could  do  a  better 
job  “fact  checking”  if 
McGoIdrick  stopped  supporting 
the  proposition. 

McGoIdrick  refused  to  drop 
his  support  for  Proposition  K. 
He  says  a  battery  of  Fang  family 
columnists,  including  Hinckle, 
Frank  Gallagher  and  Samson 
Wong,  have  used  a  “gutter  ap¬ 
proach”  to  bash  him  since. 

“I’m  not  afraid  of  them,” 
McGoIdrick  said.  “It’s  time  we 
put  competition  back  into  our 
bid  process  for  official  advertis¬ 
ing.” 

Two  people  who  were  instru¬ 
mental  in  helping  the  Fang  fami¬ 
ly  get  the  legal  advertising  con¬ 
tract  in  1994  have  reversed  their 
earlier  positions  and  gone  to 
work  for  the  passage  of  this 
November’s  Proposition  K. 

Doug  Comstock,  past  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  Coalition  for  San 
Francisco  Neighborhoods,  an 
umbrella  group  comprised  of 
neighborhood  organizations,  was 
the  treasurer  for  the  Prop.  J  cam¬ 
paign. 

“I  admit  I  made  a  mistake,” 
he  said.  “It  became  apparent  that 
their  agenda  was  not  to  be  the 
best  newspaper,  but  to  make  the 


most  money. 

“Now  I’m  doing  penance  for 
the  taxpayers  of  San  Francisco,” 
he  said  of  his  efforts  to  pass 
Prop.  K. 

Barbara  Meskunas,  the  cur¬ 
rent  president  of  the  Coalition 
for  San  Francisco  Neighbor¬ 
hoods,  was  the  leader  of  the 
Independent  Boosters,  a  now-de- 
funct  group  that  was  formed  to 
support  the  newspaper.  She  no 
longer  believes  Prop.  J  was  in 
the  public’s  best  interest.

Darrell  Salomon,  the  Fang  fami¬ 
ly’s  attorney,  were  not  returned. 

Florence  Fang,  the  69-year- 
old  matriarch  of  the  family,  is 
the  primary  mover  and  shaker  in 
the  family’s  financial  empire.  In 
the  last  three  decades  she  and 
family  members  have  been  in¬ 
volved  in  the  formation  or  opera¬ 
tion  of  more  than  30  corpora¬ 
tions  or  foundations. 

Fang  took  over  control  of 
most  of  the  Fang  Family 
Enterprises  after  her  husband, 
John  Fang,  died  April  27,  1992 
at  St.  Francis  Hospital,  reported¬ 
ly  because  of  internal  bleeding 
caused  by  an  undetected  cut  that 
occurred  during  hip  surgery. 

John  Fang,  bom  in  1925,  fled 
the  Japanese  occupation  of 
Shanghai  in  the  1930s  and  fol¬ 
lowed  the  Koumingtang  govern¬ 
ment  to  its  base  in  Chungking, 
where  he  intended  to  help  re¬ 
build  China  after  the  war. 

But  when  the  Communists 
took  control  of  China  in  1949, 
Fang  moved  to  Taiwan.  After  a 
brief  stay,  he  immigrated  to  the 
United  States  in  the  early  1950s, 
where  he  worked  as  a  printer  in 
several  cities  before  settling  in 
San  Francisco  in  1952.  He  mar¬ 
ried  Florence  in  Taiwan  in  1960 
and  the  couple  moved  to  San 
Francisco. 

The  City  reportedly  spent 
some  $150,000  to  provide  about 
200  police  officers  for  a  motor¬ 
cade  for  Fang’s  funeral  proces¬ 
sion.

Two  of  the  Fang’s  sons, 
James  and  Douglas,  are  still  in¬ 
volved  in  the  operation  of  the 
family’s  businesses. 

Ted  Fang,  who  was  the 
Examiner’s  editor  when  the  fam¬ 
ily  took  over  the  Examiner  Nov. 
22,  2000,  was  fired  by  Florence 
for  overseeing  start-up  costs  at 
the  Examiner  that  were  millions 
of  dollars  over  budget . 

David  Burgin,  a  former  editor 
at  the  Fang-owned  Examiner, 
told  the  Chicago  Tribune  on 
March  12  that  the  Examiner 
spent  $30  million  -  $14  million 
more  than  the  Hearst  subsidy 
covered  during  the  time  period. 

An  internal  audit  conducted 
by  Andersen  accounting  firm  for 
the  Hearst  Corporation,  however, 
reported  that  the  Fangs  were  re¬ 
imbursed  $8  million  that  they 
went  over  budget  in  the  initial 
seven-month-long  subsidy  year. 

Jack  Davis,  a  political  consul¬ 
tant  and  Fang  family  friend,  told 
the  Chicago  Tribune  that  more

than  money  was  responsible  for 
Ted’s  firing  -  Florence  has  issues 
with  her  son  being  gay. 

When  the  Examiner  launched 
under  the  Fang  family  banner, 
Ted  openly  proclaimed  he  was 
gay  in  a  high-profile  way,  a  fact 
that  did  not  sit  to  well  with  his 
mother. 

“Florence  knows  her  son  is 
gay,  but  1  don’t  think  she  really 
understands  what  that  means,” 
Davis  said. 

Fang  had  the  legal  right  to  fire 
her  son  because  she  is  the  sole 
decision-maker  at  the  SF 
Examiner,  due  to  the  fact  that 
she  is  the  only  stockholder  at 
Exin  with  Class-A  voting  stock. 

Fang,  a  Republican,  was  ap¬ 
pointed  to  serve  on  the  U.S. 
Small  Business  Administration 
by  U.S.  President  George  Bush 
and  she  was  given  the  nod  to 
serve  on  the  city’s  Small 
Business  Commission  by  Dianne 
Feinstein  in  the  early  1980s. 

Chinese  Government  says 

Fang  Stole  Investment 

After  being  delayed  for  years, 
Chinese  officials  were  told  in 
January  2000  that  the  statute  of 
limitations  had  expired  for  filing 
a  legal  action  against  Florence 
Fang  for  allegedly  defrauding  a 
county  in  China  of  $130,000. 

In  1992  government  officials 
in  Wenjiang  County,  located  in 
central  China,  say  they  gave  the 
money  to  Fang  for  a  10  percent 
stake  in  the  Fang-family-owned 
Grand  Palace  Restaurant  in 
Chinatown,  according  to  a  story 
published  in  the  Wall  Street 
Journal  June  21,  2000. 

According  to  Xu  Wenjum, 
head  of  development  for 
Wenjiang  County,  Fang  went  to 
China  to  discuss  the  deal,  sup¬ 
posedly  the  first  of  many,  with 
the  mayor  of  Wenjiang  and  a 
Communist  Party  boss.  Wenjum 
said  the  “famous”  American 
woman  was  showing  pictures  of 
herself  with  President  Bush  and 
Chinese  President  Jiang  Zemin. 

The  Chinese  officials  said 
they  wired  Fang  the  money,  in 
good  faith,  without  a  contract 
because  they  said  they  trusted 
her. 

A  five-person  delegation  from 
China  that  came  to  the  United 
States  to  see  Fang  shortly  after 


the  money  was  wired,  according 
to  the  Journal,  was  surprised 
when  they  were  put  up  at  the 
home  of  a  friend,  who  charged 
the  Chinese  visitors  for  driving 
them  around  in  his  beat-up  auto¬ 
mobile.  Instead  of  getting  a 
signed  contract,  the  Chinese  offi¬ 
cials  were  offered  a  deal  for  a  51 
percent  stake  in  the  restaurant. 

When  Fang  went  to  China  the 
next  month,  she  was  accompa¬ 
nied  by  the  wife  of  a  provincial 
vice  governor,  given  a  police  es¬ 
cort  and  named  a  “senior  advi¬ 
sor”  to  Wenjiang  County.  Fang 
reportedly  offered  to  sell  the 
Chinese  officials  up  to  70  per¬ 
cent  of  the  restaurant  and  offered 
to  trade  for  county-owned  facto¬ 
ries  in  lieu  of  cash.  Nothing 
came  of  the  offer. 

In  January  2000  Wenjiang 
County  Manager  Wenjum  tried 
again  to  get  the  county’s  money 
back.  He  was  told  the  restaurant 
had  been  sublet  and  that  it  was 
losing  money.  Fang  offered  him 
$4,000  for  the  county’s  10  per¬ 
cent  stake.  Because  the  statute  of 
limitations  had  expired,  the 
county  was  left  without  legal  re¬ 
course. 

“Our  government  trusted 
you,”  Xu  said.  “You  have  no 
right  to  take  our  money.” 

At  the  time,  Fang  was  nego¬ 
tiating  with  Wenjiang  officials 
for  varying  degrees  of  Grand 
Palace  ownership,  which  she 
valued  at  $1.3  million,  the 
restaurant  was  losing  money. 
The  business,  which  consisted  of 
the  restaurant’s  name  and  sup¬ 
plies,  did  not  own  any  real  estate 
and  was  losing  about  $1  million 
a  year,  according  to  tax  returns 
given  to  Chinese  officials. 

Fang  told  the  Journal  her  at¬ 
torneys  have  advised  her  not  to 
comment  about  the  case. 

Fangs  Anger  Landlord, 
Contractor 

When  the  Fang  family  took 
over  the  SF  Examiner  from  the 
Hearst  Corporation  in  late  2000, 
they  moved  the  newspaper’s  op¬ 
erations  into  the  family-owned 
Fang  Warfield  Building  at  988 
Market  St. 

One  firm  that  was  hired  to 
renovate  the  building  was 
AMEC  Construction  Manage¬ 
ment.  When  construction  was 


completed  the  firm,  which  in¬ 
cluded  several  small  subcontrac¬ 
tors,  sued  the  Fangs  and  had  a 
mechanics  lien  slapped  on  the 
building  Feb.  20,  2001  because 
the  Fangs  had  not  paid  some 
$1.5  million  for  work  that  was 
performed  at  the  site. 

When  AMEC  sued,  the  Fang 
family  countersued,  claiming 
AMEC  had  overstepped  the 
terms  of  its  contract  by  hiring 
subcontractors,  performed  shod¬ 
dy  work  and  overbilled  for  its 
services. 

One  of  the  companies  that 
performed  work  at  the  Fang- 
Warfield  Building  was  Granite 
Excavation  &  Demolition,  Inc. 

According  to  the  firm’s  own¬ 
er,  Joe  Cassidy,  Granite  was 
owed  $66,000  for  doing  interior 
demolition  work  and  that  the 
Fangs  failure  to  pay  them  was 
causing  the  small  firm  a  financial 
hardship. 

“We  worked  at  night  carrying 
stuff  out  of  the  building  by 
hand,”  Cassidy  told  the  Bay 
Guardian  in  its  Sept.  26  issue. 
“The  Fangs  owe  us  $66,000. 
That’s  a  lot  of  money  for  our 
small  company.” 

Timothy  Mclnerney,  Granite’s 
attorney,  threatened  to  subpoena 
financial  records  to  show  the 
Fang  family’s  wealth  and  the  in¬ 
come  and  operating  expenses  of 
the  Examiner. 

The  Fangs  eventually  paid 
some,  if  not  all,  of  the  contrac¬ 
tors  that  were  owed  money. 

The  Fangs  were  also  sued  by 
Fricke-Parks  Press  Inc.  in  2000 
when  Jerry  Diaz,  sales  manager 
for  the  printing  company,  went 
to  work  for  Fang-family-owned 
Grant  Printing. 

Fricke-Parks  claimed  Diaz 
took  trade  secrets  and  client  lists 
over  to  Grant,  allowing  Grant  to 
steal  its  business. 

Fricke-Parks  also  claimed  the 
$66  million  subsidy  Hearst  was 
giving  to  the  Fang  family  for  the 
Examiner  was  being  used  to  un¬ 
dercut  Fricke-Parks’  printing 
prices  and  economically  damage 
the  company. 

The  Hearst  subsidy  payments 
are  supposed  to  be  used  for 
Examiner  expenses  only,  not  for 
use  by  any  other  Fang  Family 
Enterprise,  according  to  the 
terms  of  the  agreement  between 
the  Hearst  Corporation  and  the 
Fang  family. 

Salomon  denied  Fricke- 
Parks’  claim  in  an  Oct.  19,  2000 
Examiner  news  story. 

“We  have  done  nothing 
wrong,”  he  said.  “We  neither 
have  nor  need  any  Fricke-Parks 
trade  secrets. 

The  Hearst  Corporation  re¬ 
portedly  settled  the  case  by  pay¬ 
ing  $250,000  to  the  printing 
company.  Calls  to  the  Hearst 
Corporation  were  not  returned.

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Manipulating  the  Process 

The  Fang  family  has  been  accused  of  manipulating 
the  media  and  politicians  to  further  its  financial 
goals.  These  are  a  few  examples. 

Sheriff  Evicts  Independent  Newspaper  Group 

On  Feb.  22,  2000,  the  staff  of  the  SF  Independent  Group  left  its  ofices  in  Burlingame 
after  Florence  Fang  carried  on  a  nine-month-long  battle  to  stay  at  the  site. 

According  to  San  Mateo  County  Superior  Court  records, TediFang  testified  that  unless 
the  business  could  stay  at  its  $5,775  a  month  location,  it  would  cause  a  "domino  effect  on 
the  health  of  the  business."  The  Fangs  were  renting  the  7,000-square-foot  building  near 
the  airport  for  its  peninsula  publications. 

The  landlord  offered  a  new  lease  with  a  $1,000  per  month  rent  increase,  but  when  that 
offer  was  ignored,  the  landlord  ordered  the  Independent  to  vacate  the  premises  within  30 
days. 

After  months  of  legal  maneuvering,  Superior  Court  Judge  Phrasel  Shelton  ordered  the 
newspaper  to  move. 

But  according  to  attorneys  for  the  landlord,  the  Fangs  made  a  threat  to  the  San  Mateo 
County  Sheriff  that  there  would  be  an  adverse  publicity  campaign  launched  if  the 
Independent  was  evicted.  Ted  Fang  and  an  assistant  sheriff  at  the  department  denied 
threats  were  made. 

According  to  Assistant  Sheriff  Bill  Petrini,  there  was  a  two-week  delay  posting  an 
eviction  notice  at  the  property  because  the  department  was  getting  information  from  at 
tomeys  and  because  Ted  Fang  told  the  sheriffs  they  would  "have  to  arrest  us"  to  get  the 
newspaper's  workers  out  of  the  building. 

Evicting  the  Fangs  cost  the  landlord  of  the  property  about  $77,000  in  legal  fees. 

“The  Agnos  Years”  Helps  Defeat  Mayor’s  Re-election 

In  an  effort  to  unseat  incumbent  SF  Mayor  Art  Agnos  when  he  ran  for  reelection  in 
1991,  Ted  Fang  authorized  the  production  of  a  book  containing  columns  critical  of  the 
mayor  written  by  columnist  Warren  Hinckle. 

Fang  claimed  the  book,  the  “Agnos  Years,”  was  not  a  political  donation  for  Agnos’ 
opponent  in  the  race,  Frank  Jordan,  but  rather  an  objective  look  at  Agnos’  first-term 
record  as  mayor. 

Sources  at  the  Independent  say  Jordan’s  press  secretary.  Dee  Dee  Meyers,  and  politi¬ 
cal  consultant  Jack  Davis  were  at  the  Independent’s  offices  proof-reading  the  book  just 
before  it  was  printed  and  distributed  door-to-door  throughout  the  City. 

Mayor  Brown’s  Re-election  Campaign:  “At  Your  Service” 

The  Fang  family  published  “San  Francisco  -  at  Your  Service,”  in  June  1999.  The  96- 
page  publication  was  mostly  a  reprinting  of  the  city’s  web  site  with  numerous  pictures 
of  Mayor  Willie  Brown  inside.  The  city  footed  the  bill  for  the  publication  but  Brown 
may  have  gotten  the  most  good  -  the  publication  was  distributed  door-to-door  through¬ 
out  the  City  five  months  before  voters  went  to  the  polls  to  decide  between  the  mayor 
and  his  mayoral  challenger,  SF  Supervisor  Tom  Ammiano.  Fang  family  publications 
supported  incumbent  Mayor  Willie  Brown  in  the  November  1999  election. 

Sensationalistic  Reporting  Helps  Sink  City  Candidates 

In  the  November  1999  election,  the  Independent  ran  sensationalistic  stories  critical  of 
mayoral  candidate  Clint  Reilly,  reporting  in  page  one  stories  that  Reilly’s  campaign  had 
“imploded”  because  the  candidate  failed  to  get  several  endorsements. 

Reilly  claims  the  Fangs  smeared  him  in  an  effort  to  re-elect  incumbent  Mayor  Willie 
Brown. 

In  the  same  election,  the  Independent  published  a  series  of  negative  articles  concern¬ 
ing  district  attorney  candidate  Bill  Fazio,  saying  he  had  “underworld  ties.”  Fazio’s  op¬ 
ponent,  D.A.  Terrence  Hallinan,  narrowly  won  re-election  several  days  after  the  election 
when  all  the  absentee  and  provisional  ballots  were  counted. 

Personal  Attacks  to  Achieve  Political  Aims 

When  the  Fang  family  was  trying  to  wrest  control  of  the  Examiner  from  the  Hearst 
Corporation,  there  were  numerous  editorial  attacks  against  Examiner  and  Chronicle  em¬ 
ployees. 

In  1999,  the  managing  editor  of  the  SF  Chronicle,  Jerry  Roberts,  and  his  wife  object¬ 
ed  to  an  expansion  of  their  neighbor’s  home.  Because  the  Roberts’  neighbors  were 
Asian,  the  Independent  ran  numerous  stories  on  the  subject,  including  a  Sept.  9,  1999 
front-page  article  implying  Roberts  was  a  racist. 

The  Independent’s  author  for  the  story,  Norman  Young,  wrote:  “Jerry  Roberts  casts  a 
powerfully  long,  dark  shadow.” 


Fang  Family  Enterprises 
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James  Fang  Admits  to  Money 
Laundering  Charges 

James  Fang,  an  elected  member  of  the 
Bay  Area  Rapid  Transit  (BART)  board  of 
directors,  has  been  involved  in  numerous 
family  dealings. 

Fang  admitted  to  money  laundering 
charges  in  1995  and  paid  the  maximum 
fine  that  could  be  levied  by  the  state’s  Fair 
Political  Practices  Commission  (FPPC). 

According  to  the  commission.  Fang 
took  four  unsigned  cashier’s  checks,  val¬ 
ued  at  $500  each,  from  the  Hoy-Sun  Ning 
Yung  Benevolent  Association.  Fang  and 
other  family  members  signed  the  checks 
and  presented  them  to  Frank  Jordan’s 
election  campaign  in  December  1991 
while  claiming  credit  for  the  donations. 

“This  matter  ...  carries  a  maximum 
penalty  of  $8,000.  In  view  of  the  circum¬ 
stances  described,  enforcement  of  the 
maximum  penalty  is  justified,”  the  com¬ 
mission  concluded. 

Marc  Chamot,  an  independent  contrac¬ 
tor  who  was  responsible  for  delivering  the 
Independent,  says  he  and  other  driver-con- 
tractors  took  cash  from  Fang-family  em¬ 
ployees  for  writing  checks  to  politicians 


and  causes  the  family  supported. 

According  to  a  June  28,  2000  story  in 
the  San  Jose  Mercury  News,  Chamot  fun¬ 
nelled  $7,400  of  the  Fang  family’s  money 
into  the  campaign  to  pass  Prop.  J,  the 
measure  that  gave  the  Fang  family  a  good 
chance  of  attaining  the  lucrative  contract 
for  publishing  the  city’s  public  notices. 

Fang’s  political  connections  often  serve 
his  family’s  goals. 

Just  after  the  location  for  a  new  BART 
station  in  Millbrae  was  chosen,  Florence 
Fang,  through  the  Yick  Tsun  Society,  pur¬ 
chased  a  building  with  mostly  medical  of¬ 
fices  at  1828  El  Camino  Real  in 
Burlingame,  a  half  block  from  where  the 
new  station  will  be  located. 

In  June  1999  the  SF  Airport 
Commission  approved  a  deal  to  give  the 
Fangs  $1  million  over  the  course  of  a  five- 
year  lease  to  rent  space  at  the  building. 

On  Fang’s  Statement  of  Economic 
Interests  filed  with  the  FPPC,  he  claims 
his  salary  at  the  Examiner  is  less  than 
$10,000  a  year.  But  according  to 
Examiner  payroll  records.  Fang  earned 
$34,615  during  the  last  quarter  of  2001 
and  has  a  base  salary  at  the  Examiner  of 
$161,000  a  year.

and  up  to  $66  million  to  operate 
it  over  32  months. 

As  an  incentive  to  save  the 
Hearst  Corporation  money,  the 
contract  called  for  the  Fangs  to 
be  paid  up  to  $12  million  if  Exin 
saved  Hearst  an  equal  amount. 

Family  members  with  a  stake 
in  Exlq  include  Florence,  who 
has  37.5  percent  (with  all  of  the 
corporation-controlling  and  deci¬ 
sion-making  Class-A  stock); 
Ted,  who  has  37.5  percent 
(Class-B  stock);  James,  who  has 
15  percent;  and  Douglas,  who 
has  10  percent. 

When  Reilly’s  lawsuit  went  to 
trial,  presiding  Judge  Vaughn 
Walker  discovered  “malodorous" 
elements  in  the  sale  of  the 
Examiner  to  the  Fang  family. 

Walker  investigated  14  previ¬ 
ous  joint  operating  agreements 
between  newspapers  that  had 
been  dissolved  in  the  United 
States,  without  interference  from 
the  Department  of  Justice  (DOJ). 
He  determined  that  there  had 
been  no  court  opinions  and  very 
little  action  from  the  Department 
of  Justice  in  the  cases. 

Walker  said  he  was  “aston¬ 
ished  and  disappointed  that  DOJ 
would  allow  itself  to  be  put  in  a 
position  where  the  inference  can 
be  so  easily  drawn  that  its  action, 
or  inaction  in  this  case,  was  po¬ 
litical  favoritism  masquerading 
as  law  enforcement.” 

In  sworn  testimony  during  the 
Reilly  trial,  Ted  Fang  said  he 
met  with  Department  of  Justice 
anti-trust  lawyer  Thomas  Horton 
on  five  occasions  to  get  briefings 
as  to  the  timing  and  conditions 
of  the  Hearst  Corporation’s  sale 
of  the  Examiner  to  the  Fangs. 
During  this  time,  the  Department 
of  Justice  initiated  talks  with  the 
Fangs  while  not  talking  to  any 
other  potential  buyers  for  the 
newspaper. 

While  the  Department  of 
Justice  held  up  the  Hearst 
Corporation’s  purchase  of  the 
Chronicle,  two  Hearst  execu¬ 
tives,  Examiner  Publisher 
Timothy  White  and  Executive 
Editor  Phil  Bronstein,  had  lunch 
with  Mayor  Willie  Brown. 

According  to  Walker,  White 
testified  twice  under  oath  that  he 
offered  favorable  coverage  in  the 
Examiner’s  editorial  pages  in  re¬ 
turn  for  Brown’s  assistance  com¬ 
pleting  the  Chronicle  deal. 

An  internal  investigation  con¬ 
ducted  by  the  Hearst 
Corporation  refuted  that  claim 
and  said  no  favorable  press  cov¬ 
erage  for  the  mayor  followed  the 
luncheon. 

Walker  ruled  that  the  sale  of 
the  Chronicle  to  the  Hearst 
Corporation  could  proceed,  re¬ 
gardless  of  what  the  corporation 
did  with  the  Examiner,  but  the 
Hearst  Corporation  decided  to 
give  the  newspaper  and  subsidy 
to  the  Fangs  anyway. 

Fangs  Win  Round 
One;  Hearst  Wins 
Round  Two 

Despite  the  Hearst 
Corporation’s  sale  of  the 
Examiner  to  the  Fang  family, 
bad  blood  between  the  family 
and  the  Hearst  Corporation  runs 
deep. 

In  1994  the  Independent  sued 
the  Hearst  Corporation  for 
predatory  pricing,  claiming  the 
Examiner  underbid  the 
Independent  in  an  effort  to  put  it 
out  of  business.  The  Independent 
bid  $493,000  for  the  city’s  busi¬ 
ness  and  the  Hearst-owned 
Examiner  bid  $302,000  and  won 
the  contract. 

The  Independent  won  the 


lawsuit,  claiming  the  Examiner’s 
bid  was  below  cost  and  was  in¬ 
tended  to  financially  damage  the 
Independent. 

An  appeals  court  overturned 
the  verdict,  however,  because 
Superior  Judge  Donald  Mitchell 
erred  in  not  allowing  the 
Examiner  to  present  an  explana¬ 
tion  of  the  criteria  it  used  to  jus¬ 
tify  its  winning  bid.  The  appeals 
court  remanded  the  case  back  to 
the  lower  court  to  be  re-tried. 

The  lawsuit  never  went  back 
to  trial  and  was  settled  as  part  of 
the  Examiner’s  sale  to  the  Fangs 
in  2000. 

During  the  original  trial,  sev¬ 
eral  people  allegedly  lied  under 
oath  in  an  effort  to  win  the  suit 
for  the  Fang  family.  Marc 
Chamot,  an  independent  contrac¬ 
tor  working  for  the  Fangs,  said 
he  perjured  himself  by  fabricat¬ 
ing  testimony  concerning  a 
meeting  between  himself  and 
Examiner  Executive  Editor  Phil 
Bronstein. 

Bronstein,  who  testified  at  the 
trial  that  he  did  not  threaten  to 
put  the  Independent  out  of  busi¬ 
ness,  said  he  did  not  want  to  dis¬ 
cuss  the  case. 

“It  is  a  morass  I  have  no  in¬ 
terest  in  diving  into,”  he  said  re¬ 
cently. 

Chamot  says  he  was  coerced 
into  modifying  his  testimony 
three  times,  at  the  direction  of 
Fang-family  attorney  Darrell 
Salomon,  to  build  a  stronger 
case  in  the  Fang’s  favor. 

The  jury  decided  in  the  Fangs 
favor,  due  in-part  to  the  testimo¬ 
ny  of  Chamot,  who  told  the  jury 
that  Bronstein  had  told  him  the 
Examiner  was  out  to  “get  the 
Independent”  and  put  it  out  of 
business. 

Chamot  claims  at  least  two 
other  Fang-family  employees 
perjured  themselves  on  the  wit¬ 
ness  stand. 

Police  Use  Examiner 
Offices  for 
Surveillance 

After  taking  over  the  SF 
Examiner  and  moving  its  offices 
to  the  Fang  Examiner  Building 
at  988  Market  St.,  the  Fangs  al¬ 
lowed  the  building,  including  ed¬ 
itorial  offices,  to  be  used  by  SF 
Police  Department  narcotics  offi¬ 
cers  to  observe  Market  Street  in 
an  ongoing  effort  to  fight  drug 
dealing  in  the  area. 

According  to  James  Fang  in  a 
story  published  in  the  Bay 
Guardian  Sept.  25,  officers  used 
the  building  while  it  was  being 
remodeled  in  late  2000  and  early 
2001  but  did  not  use  employees’ 
offices.  Fang  said  the  building’s 
previous  owners  gave  the  police 
department  permission  to  use  the 
building. 

But  that  version  of  events  was 
refuted  by  former  Examiner 
Executive  Editor  Marty  Steffens, 
who  told  the  Bay  Guardian  that 
when  she  arrived  at  work  one 
day  an  officer  was  in  her  office 
observing  the  street  below. 

“After  that,  I  heard  from  time 
to  time  that  the  cops  were  on  the 
roof,”  Steffens  said. 

Fang  said  police  were  using 
the  offices  while  the  building 
was  being  remodeled  and  that 
they  were  only  in  the  building 
for  about  three  months. 

Rachel  Cohen,  a  member  of 
the  media  analysis  group 
Fairness  and  Accuracy  in 
Reporting,  is  “disturbed”  by  the 
arrangement. 

“One  of  the  most  important 
missions  of  the  press  is  to  watch¬ 
dog  the  powers  that  be,”  Cohen 
said.  “And  they  can’t  do  that  if 
they’re  working  hand-in-hand 
with  the  powers  that  be.” 


Fang  Family  Allies 


Darrell  Salomon:  Fang  family 
Attorney  Worked  at  SF  District 
Attorney’s  Office 

Darrell  Salomon  is  a  defense  attorney  who 
has  written  columns  in  the  Independent  and 
Examiner  for  about  four  years.  He  is  currently 
the  in-house  attorney  at  the  SF  Examiner. 

Salomon  has  a  30-year  track  record  in  San 
Francisco.  He  has  served  as  a  personal  attorney 
for  former  mayors  Dianne  Feinstein  and 
Joseph  Alioto  and  as  a  defense  attorney,  spe¬ 
cializing  in  antitrust  issues. 

After  District  Attorney  Terrence  Hallinan 
was  re-elected  in  December  1999,  he  tapped 
Salomon  to  become  his  chief  assistant  district 
attorney  on  Jan.  13,2000. 

Salomon’s  move  to  the  D.A.’s  office  an¬ 
gered  some  Fang  family  opponents,  who  said 
his  stint  at  the  D.A.’s  office  was  allowing  a 
Fang  family  confidant  access  to  all  of  the  files 
in  the  department. 

During  the  eight  months  of  Salomon’s  term 
at  the  district  attorney’s  office,  a  number  of  at¬ 
torneys,  including  Prosecutor  Kamala  Harris, 
left  the  office  because  of  Salomon’s  “abrasive” 
leadership  style. 

Harris  said  she  first  approached  Hallinan 
with  complaints  from  the  department’s  attor¬ 
neys  concerning  Salomon  in  May  2000. 
Hallinan  decided  to  keep  Salomon  on  at  that 
time. 

On  Aug.  7,  2000,  Harris  resigned  from  the 
district  attorney’s  office,  citing  Salomon  as  the 
primary  reason. 

Salomon  resigned  from  the  district  attor¬ 
ney’s  office  two  weeks  after  Harris'  departure 
and  five  days  later  was  reunited  with  the  Fang 
family  when  they  hired  him  to  be  the 
Examiner’s  general  counsel,  at  a  base  salary  of 
$216,000  a  year,  according  to  Examiner  pay¬ 
roll  records. 

In  February,  Salomon  wrote  a  column  criti¬ 
cal  of  a  charter  reform,  and  said  the  SF 
Planning  and  Urban  Research  Association 
(SPUR)  had  rescinded  its  support  for 
Proposition  E,  the  measure  that  approved  char¬ 
ter  changes. 

In  a  stinging  rebuke,  SPUR  Director  Jim 
Lazarus  refuted  Salomon’s  claim  and  reiterated 
SPUR’s  ongoing  support  for  the  charter  reform 
measures  enacted  by  voters. 

Salomon  did  not  return  telephone  calls  re¬ 
questing  comment. 

Terrence  Hallinan:  District 
Attorney  Benefits  from  Attacks 
on  Political  Opponent 

In  1999  Ted  Fang  was  the  campaign  co- 
chairman  for  SF  District  Attorney  Terrence 
Hallinan  when  the  D.A.  was  involved  in  a  tight 
race  forelection  against  attorney  Bill  Fazio. 

Just  weeks  before  the  election,  the 
Independent  published  a  series  of  articles  criti¬ 
cal  of  Fazio  and  implying  he  had  “underworld 
ties.”  Fazio  garnered  enough  votes  in  the 
November  election,  nevertheless,  and  squared 
off  against  Hallinan  in  a  Dec.  14,  1999  runoff 
election. 

During  the  time  between  the  general  elec¬ 
tion  and  the  runoff,  the  Independent  refuted  a 
story  critical  of  Hallinan  that  was  published  in 
the  SF  Chronicle.  The  story  claimed  Hallinan’s 
office  had  one  of  the  worst  records  in  the  state 
for  prosecuting  violent  criminals  because  his 
office  convicted  only  28  percent  of  those  ar¬ 
rested  for  violent  crimes. 

In  numerous  news  stories  and  columns,  the 
Independent  supported  the  district  attorney  and 
attacked  the  Chronicle  for  its  “massive  media 
manipulation”  and  for  being  politically  moti¬ 
vated  in  its  news  coverage. 

The  week  before  the  runoff  between 
Hallinan  and  Fazio,  the  Independent  threw  its 
full  editorial  weight  behind  the  effort  to  defeat 
Fazio  -  two  front-page  articles  by  Frank 
Gallagher  and  a  column  by  Darrell  Salomon. 

When  the  polls  closed  on  election  day  Fazio 
held  a  short  lead,  but  that  lead  evaporated  early 
the  next  day  when  absentee  and  provisional 
ballots  were  counted.  In  one  of  the  closest 
elections  in  City  history,  Hallinan  squeaked  out 
the  victory  by  several  hundred  votes. 

It  was  important  for  the  Fang  family  to  get 
Hallinan  re-elected  -  he  was  a  vocal  opponent 
of  the  Chronicle’s  attempt  to  merge  with  the 
Examiner.  In  September,  1999  Hallinan  threat¬ 
ened  to  subpoena  the  publishers  of  the 
Chronicle  and  Examiner  in  a  front-page 


independent  article  if  the  newspapers  did  not 
produce  documents  related  to  the  pending 
merger. 

Shortly  after  being  re-elected  in  1999, 
Hallinan  hired  the  Fang’s  attorney  and  colum¬ 
nist  Darrell  Salomon  to  be  chief  assistant  dis¬ 
trict  attorney,  the  second  in  command  at  the 
district  attorney’s  office. 

Warren  Hinckle:  Columnist 
Helps  Fang  Family  Achieve 
Political,  Financial  Goals 

Warren  Hinckle  is  the  eye-patch- wearing 
columnist  at  the  SF  Examiner  and  SF 
Independent.  He  has  been  accused  of  being  the 
Fang’s  pit  bull  for  writing  numerous  columns 
that  further  the  political  and  financial  goals  of 
the  family. 

In  the  ongoing  feud  between  the 
Independent  and  the  Hearst-owned  Examiner, 
Hinckle  has  continually  attacked  Examiner 
Editor  Phil  Bronstein.  In  one  instance,  Hinckle 
wrote  a  comic  strip  called  “Mr.  Sharon  Stone,” 
which  was  published  weekly  lampooning  the 
editor,  his  wife,  actress  Sharon  Stone,  and  the 
couple’s  adopted  child. 

Hinckle  also  wrote  that  Chronicle  columnist 
Ken  Garcia  was  a  racist  because  he  said  some 
copies  of  the  Asian-owned  Independent  were 
unread  and  “yellowing”  in  driveways  across 
town. 

In  1994  Hinckle  resurrected  The  Argonaut, 
a  newspaper  that  had  been  previously  pub¬ 
lished  in  San  Francisco.  The  launch  coincided 
with  the  Fang  family’s  Proposition  J,  the  mea¬ 
sure  designed  to  give  the  Independent  the  con¬ 
tract  for  publishing  the  city’s  legal  notices.  The 
Argonaut,  which  claims  to  have  a  200.000  cir¬ 
culation,  supported  Prop.  J. 

The  Argonaut  is  usually  published  once  or 
twice  a  year,  just  before  elections,  containing 
political  ads  and  poorly-edited  stories  further¬ 
ing  the  positions  of  the  Fang  family  and  other 
political  allies. 

The  Argonaut  ran  a  digitally-retouched  pho¬ 
to  of  a  naked  Mayor  Frank  Jordan  in  the  show¬ 
er  with  two  radio  jocks  during  a  morning  show. 
Publication  of  the  fake  picture  helped  sink 
Jordan’s  reelection  campaign  in  1995. 

In  the  late  1980s  Hinckle  stopped  paying 
rent  at  a  property  owned  by  Chris  Ferrigno, 
causing  the  landlord  to  seek  $8,000  in  dam¬ 
ages.  After  getting  a  legal  judgement,  Ferrigno 
tried  to  get  the  money  from  Hinckle  for  a 
decade  but  was  unsuccessful. 

In  July  2001,  Ferrigno  got  a  Municipal 
Court  order  to  garnish  Hinckle’s  wages  at  the 
SF  Examiner  for  $20,330,  the  cost  of  the  origi¬ 
nal  $8,000  plus  interest  and  legal  fees. 

Although  Ferrigno  was  eventually  paid,  he 
said  Ted  Fang  was  not  cooperative  with  his  re¬ 
quests  for  information. 

“He  was  obstructionist  about  it,”  Ferrigno 
said. 

It  is  unknown  what  various  Fang  Family 
Enterprises  are  paying  Hinckle,  but  the 
Independent  paid  him,  either  directly  or 
through  his  publication,  the  Argonaut,  $55,000 
in  1999,  $47,424  in  2000  and  $6,001  in  2001. 

Hinckle  also  got  $26,996,  half  of  the  profits 
from  SF  Mayor  Willie  Brown’s  inaugural 
event,  in  early  2000  as  part  of  a  “deal”  made 
between  Hinckle  and  Ted  Fang.  In  an  e-mail  to 
an  Independent  Newspaper  Group  advertising 
director.  Fang  requested  that  the  money  be  paid 
to  Hinckle  and  the  profits  statement  be  changed 
to  reflect  the  payment. 

Hinckle  did  not  return  telephone  calls  seek¬ 
ing  comment. 

Jack  Davis:  ‘Warlord’  for  Fang 
Family  Interests 

Political  consultant  Jack  Davis  is  a  Fang 
family  friend.  He  helped  run  the  campaign  to 
pass  Prop.  J  in  1994  and  has  been  regularly  re¬ 
tained  for  various  projects. 

“People  perceive  me,  rightfully,  as  a  war¬ 
lord  for  the  Fang  family  interests,”  Davis  said 
in  an  interview  with  the  SF  Chronicle  in  1999. 
“Look  out  to  anyone  who  tries  to  harm  their  in¬ 
terests.  They  have  to  come  through  me.” 

Davis,  a  seasoned  veteran  in  San  Francisco 
politics,  helped  get  Frank  Jordan  and  Willie 
Brown  elected  as  mayor. 

It  is  unknown  what  various  Fang  Family 
Enterprises  are  paying  Davis,  but  the 
Independent  paid  Davis  $60,000  in  1998 
$82,500  in  1999,  $105,000  in  2000,  and 
$75,000  in  2001.

Healthy  Kids  also 
covers  children  who  are  ineligi¬ 
ble  for  Medi-Cal  or  the  Healthy 
Families  Program  due  to  their 
immigration  status. 

A  family’s  share  of  the  cost, 
or  premium,  for  the  Healthy 
Kids  Program  is  $4  per  child,  per 
month. 

Every  child  deserves  to  be 
healthy.  Yet  there  are  nearly 
10,000  uninsured  children  living 
in  San  Francisco  without  even 
the  most  basic  health  care.

(ending  June  2003)  is  available 
for  the  first  4,000  businesses  that 
qualify. 

Power  Savers  can  help  almost 
any  small  business  in  the  City, 
including  offices,  retail  stores, 
restaurants,  light  manufacturing, 
hotels,  motels,  entertainment  lo¬ 
cations,  institutions  (churches, 
schools,  assembly  centers,  etc.) 
and  convenience  stores. 

Power  Savers  is  a  lighting 


retrofit  program. 
The  fastest  way  to 
lower  your  elec¬ 
tricity  bill  is  to  up¬ 
grade  to  more  effi¬ 
cient  lighting. 

Because  every 
business  is  differ¬ 
ent,  Power  Savers 
begins  with  a  pro¬ 
fessional  “lighting  survey”  of  the 
business.  This  survey  becomes 
the  road  map  for  how  the  pro¬ 
gram  will  benefit  the  business  by 
itemizing  all  the  fixtures  that 
need  to  be  replaced  and  record¬ 
ing  the  total  energy  and  dollar 
savings.

Real  estate 
ballot 


John  M.  Lee 


There  are  two 
real  estate  is¬ 
sues  on  this 
November’s  ballot. 

One  is  Prop.  L, 
which  proposes  to 
double  the  transfer  tax 
on  properties  that  sell 
for  more  than  $1  mil¬ 
lion. 

The  second  ballot  measure  is 
Prop.  R,  which  would  allow 
apartment  buildings  to  be  con¬ 
verted  to  condominiums,  subject 
to  certain  conditions  and  tenant 
protections. 

Prop  L 

Proposition  L  was  placed  on 
the  ballot  by  Supervisors  Tom 
Ammiano,  Matt  Gonzalez, 
Sophie  Maxwell  and  Aaron 
Peskin.  If  passed,  it  would  in¬ 
crease  the  real  estate  property 
transfer  tax  of  properties  which 
sell  for  more  than  $1  million 
from  its  current  .75  percent  to 
1.5  percent  of  the  sales  price 
upon  transfer  of  the  property. 

The  sellers  of  the  transaction 
typically  pay  the  cost. 

The  reason  the  supervisors 
said  they  were  proposing  the  in¬ 
crease  is  because  the  City  needs 
more  money  to  support  vital  city 
services,  including  911  emer¬ 
gency  dispatcher  training,  care  at 
San  Francisco  General  Hospital, 
homecare  services  for  seniors, 
housing  and  support  for  people 
with  HIV/AIDS  and  programs 
for  disadvantaged  youth.  The 
controller  believes  that  the  in¬ 
crease,  based  on  the  past  five 
years  of  real  estate  sales,  would 
bring  in  an  increase  of  about  $31 
million  annually. 

The  arguments  against  Prop. 

L  are  that  the  transfer  tax  is  al¬ 
ready  high  enough,  as  it  was 
raised  just  a  few  years  ago,  and 
that  out  of  a  $5  billion  budget, 
$31  million  is  not  a  significant 
sum  -  surely  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  can  find  that  money 
elsewhere,  instead  of  raising  tax¬ 
es. 

1  believe  the  solution  lies  in 
reducing  waste  in  city  govern¬ 
ment  rather  than  increasing  tax¬ 
es. 

If  the  proposition  were  to 
pass,  what  would  stop  the  super¬ 
visors  from  doubling  the  tax 
again  or  increasing  the  transfer 
tax  across  the  board  to  the  sale 
of  all  properties? 

From  my  position  as  a  real  es¬ 
tate  broker  and  from  countless 
meetings  with  sellers,  I  know  for 
a  fact  that  sellers  in  general  are 


not  aware  of  a  transfer  tax  until 
they  sell  a  property.  And  then 
they  always  ask  me  what  the  tax 
is  for  because  it  is  always  the 
largest  expenditure  in  the  sales 
transaction,  other  than  the  bro¬ 
kerage  fees.  In  some  cases,  they 
ask  if  it  is  OK  for  them  to  not 
pay  the  tax. 

The  transfer  tax  is  high 
enough  already  and  if  doubled, 
even  only  for  sales  of  $1  million 
and  up,  it  will  eventually  be 
pushed  down  to  lower-priced 
sales.  I  also  believe  that  singling 
out  a  certain  group  of  people  to 


pay  the  tax  is  unfair  to  that 
group.  I  urge  you  to  vote  no  on 
Prop.  L. 

Proposition  R 

Proposition  R,  also  known  as 
the  HOPE  (Home  Ownership 
Program  for  Everyone)  initia¬ 
tive,  would  provide  a  new  con¬ 
dominium  conversion  process 
that  would  allow  one  percent  of 
the  housing  stock  in  San 
Francisco  to  be  converted  to 
condos,  about  3,400  units  per 
year,  for  the  next  25  years.  And 
then  200  units  per  year  there¬ 
after,  subject  to  certain  require¬ 
ments. 

The  new  process  would  allow 
buildings  of  any  size  to  go 
through  the  conversion  process. 
Currently  only  buildings  of  six 
units  or  less  can  be  converted  to 
condominiums. 

The  proposal  was  drafted 
with  the  intent  of  increasing 
home  ownership  in  San 
Francisco  with  the  thought  that 
more  people  will  be  able  to  pur¬ 
chase  the  home  they  live  in  in¬ 


stead  of  renting.  If 
an  owner  wants  to 
convert  an  apart¬ 
ment  building  into 
condominiums,  the 
tenants  must  be  of¬ 
fered  the  option  to 
purchase  the  unit 
they  reside  in.  If  the 
tenants  from  25 
percent  to  40  percent  of  the 
building  agree  to  purchase  their 
units,  they  would  be  able  to  do 
so. 

Tenants  who  do  not  wish  to 
purchase  their  units  will  be  given 
lifetime  leases  with  rent  control 
limits.  In  addition,  buildings  that 
have  undergone  an  owner  move- 
in  or  been  removed  from  the 
rental  market  due  to  the  Ellis  Act 
are  not  eligible  for  conversion. 

Because  Prop.  R  hopes  to 
provide  homeownership  oppor¬ 
tunities  and  not  speculative  pur¬ 
poses,  re-selling  a  converted  unit 


within  two  years  results  in  a 
penalty. 

The  opponent’s  argument  to 
Prop.  R  is  that  it  takes  away 
rental  stock  from  the  housing 
market,  and  thus  with  less  sup¬ 
ply  and  the  same  demand,  rents 
will  increase.  They  also  claim 
tenant  protections  for  those  who 
do  not  want  to  purchase  their 
units  are  inadequate. 

I  believe  that  with  the  passage 
of  Prop.  R,  many  San  Francis¬ 
cans  will  be  given  the  opportuni¬ 
ty  to  realize  their  dreams. 

Yes,  the  passage  of  Prop.  R 
will  take  away  some  rental 
stock,  but  the  rental  stock  that 
will  be  taken  away  will  be  hous¬ 
ing  the  same  people  who  are  liv¬ 
ing  there  currently,  resulting  in 
less  demand  for  rental  stock.  So 
the  end  result  will  be  less  supply, 
but  also  less  demand,  and  proba¬ 
bly  no  effect  on  rents.  I  urge  you 
to  vote  yes  on  Prop.  R. 

But  no  matter  what  your  posi¬ 
tion  on  these  issues  are,  don’t 
forget  to  vote  on  Nov.  5.
